L ester Brooks told of the 
resu lts of research his station 
experienced in raising 
guar. 
H e explained th a t guar was 
drouth resistant, resistan t to 
cotton root rot, it has high yields 
of forage and seed, it increases 
vield of following crops, 
has 
valuable livestock feed, ad ap t­ 
able to combine, m any indus­ 
trial uses, ready m arket 
for 
seed, and th ere is plenty 
of 
seed available. 
Paul Bell told of his com­ 
pany’s 
experiences in buying 
" o a r seed for com m ercial m ar­ 
ket. He explained th a t there 
w ere th ree grades w ith a 25 
cents per hundred reduction in 
m a rk e t price. T he seed w as 
purchased from farm ers at the 
bulk price of 83 40 per hundred 
or 83.75 p er hundred sacked. 
He said the eom nany he rep re­ 
sented, Stein, H all Co., Inc., 
has m any industrial uses for 
*he cum base from guar seed. 
T he com pany uses it for phar­ 
m aceutical supplies, drugs, cos­ 
m etics, textile m anufacturing, 
| etc., and th a t the m ark et 
is 
I steady. 


John S tew art explained th a t 
his com pany also has m any in­ 
dustrial uses for th e guar seed. 
Prim arily, it is used in live­ 
stock feeding: w ith a high pro- 
tien content. S tew art 
said his 
com pany also purchased 90% 
of th eir guar seed from India 
and Pakistan. 
B. O. Vernon told of his ex­ 
periences w ith guar, both 
as 
a soil builder and for the com ­ 
m ercial m arket. 
He said his 
following crop increase in yield 
m ore than paid for the expense 
in planting and th a t the m ar­ 
ket for seed w as an added bon- 
” s. He plans to increase 
hP 
acreage next year. 
Paul M arion told of the op­ 
portunities offered 
in 
cattle 
feeding for profits 
in 
W est 
Texas. He said there is enough 
rain and roughage produced 
in W est Texas to feed 5.563,- 
756 
cattle 
for 
m arketable 
slaughter but 
there 
is 
only 
.“OO,OOO head on the program . 
This m eans th at scrub cattle, 
and feed are being shipped out 
af the state, fattened, process­ 
ed. and shipped hack. All th e 
profits are being m ade outside 
the state. This could be pro­ 
duced locally and all the ship­ 
ping costs, etc. would stay at 
home if m ore people w ere in­ 
terested in the feeder program . 


Loyan W alker told of other 
states in the Corn B elt a rea 
who have been 
feeding live­ 
stock for fifty years or m ore. 
He said m ost west Texas tow ns 
are constantly trying to pro­ 
m ote industry for th eir com- 
m unnity because it would m aen 
payrolls and m ore m oney 
in 
circulation but are forgetting 
the industry in their own ‘back 
yard.' 
F red B. Moore Jr., told of 
his com pany’s efforts to en­ 
courage lot feeding by under­ 
w riting any loss by participants 
provided they use his recom ­ 
m endations. He said som e 1000 
head are on the program now. 
H. S. Stovall, local farm er 
and rancher .told of his 
ex­ 
perience w ith the c a tte 
he 
now has on the 
feeding 
pro­ 
gram . He has had them on the 
feed lot some six w eeks 
and 
estim ated 
their gain a t over 
150 pounds each. 
H am lin F u tu re F arm ers 
of 
America boys handled the a r­ 
rangem ents and provided cof­ 
fee and doughnuts. T. C. Blan- 
kinship, Vocational A griculture 
teacher 
.conducted 
extensive 
research to 
provide 
answ ers 
for both program s and help set 
up the panel for discussion. He 
was assisted by M elburn W ink, 
Asst.

‘Help Me, Mother’

Entitled ‘Help Me, 
Mother, Help Me,” the following 
was written by Dorothy Virgin­ 
ia Smith. 


Almost a month had passed 
since we had found the children 
had tuberculosis. 
Now 
there 
were four of us at the dinner 
table, Don. Sherry, Ted 
and 
myself. Two were still upstairs. 
Every Wednesday night 
I 
forced myself away from 
my 
children to go to church, and 
with a lump in my throat 
so 
big I could hardly swallow, 
I 
would join the rest of the con­ 
gregation in calling on 
Mary 
for help. 
Finally 
the 
six 
torturous 
weeks of streptomycin came to 
an end. The baby’s temperature 
chart showed a normal or sub­ 
normal status for the entire 
time, so she was allowed out 
of isolation. She was now going 
on five months old and was be­ 
ginning to take an active in­ 
terest in everything around her. 
Now Don and Sherry were al­ 
lowed to play with her, and she 
was delighted. 
Robby’s shots were stopp*^, 
too. but he was not taken out 
of isolation He was still run­ 
ning a low-grade fever. 
His 
backside was so sore he could­ 
n ’t move, and he slept on his 
stomach with his feet in the 
air, to keep the sheet off his 
body. His temperature never 
went below 99. 
We were beginning to feel 
we were making progress, when 
Don came down with the meas­ 
les. The measles were a disease 
the children were not supposed 
to get. They have a tendency 
to make an arrested case 
of 
tuberculosis 
active 
again. 
A 
week later, Sherry got them, 
then the baby, and then, the 
crowning blow, Robby. So, for 
four weeks we battled the mea­ 
sles. None had any ill effects 
except the one who could stand 
it least 
Robby. He developed 
a terrible bronchial cough that 
shot his tem perature to 
103. 
Numerous drugs were tried on 
him but to no avail. The only 
alternative was to go back to 
streptomycin, so once again he 
had to have two shots a day 
in his still sore 1 ehind. For­ 
tunately, he took the shots for 
only two weeks this time. 
It 
was just a'o u t this time 
that Hopalong Cassidy came to 
town I happened to mention to 
my brother. Bob, how much 
Robby would love to see him. 
I almost dropped the tele­ 
phone when my brother called 
me the next day to tell me 
Hopalong Cassidy was coming 
out to ^ee Robby. Bob had 


simply called Hoppy, told him 
the story, and Hoppy had im­ 
mediately said yes. I think Ted 
and I were just as excited as 
the children. The 
two 
older 
children donned their cowboy 
outfits and raced outside 
to 
spread the news. VV ithin m in­ 
utes, our front yard was swarm ­ 
ing with minature cowboys, and 
cowgirls, and even adults. 
When the police escort drove 
up out front and behind it 
a 
big green convertible with Hop­ 
along Cassidy in full cowboy 
regalia, I held Robby up to the 
window and his 
eyes 
shone 
with a sparkle vve had thought 
was lost forever. I raced down­ 
stairs, and there stood Hoppy. 
Hoppy took my hand. “W here 
is this little t>oy of yours. Mrs. 
Smith?” He went 
right 
up­ 
stairs. spurs 
ajangling, 
and 
stopped in 
Robby’s 
doorway. 
“Didn’t think I’d come to see 
you, did you. pardner?" 
He 
smiled at Ro' by, and Robby 
smiled 
incredulously 
b a c k . 
Robby’s 
silence 
must 
have 
prompted Hoppy to say. “Do 
you know who I am ?” 
Robby 
nodded his head and grinned. 
“Yes, Hopalong Fassidy.” With 
that, Hoppy pulled 
his 
two 
guns out of their holsters and 
handed them to Rob. 
Robby 
was bursting. Don and Sherry 
stood by the bed. their mouths 
•pen. Germs were completely 
lisrejarded for the first time 
n months. Hoppy stayed about 
twenty minutes, laughing and 
chatting, and then he leaned 
over and took 
Robby’s 
thin 
little hand in his. “Robby,’’ he 
said very seriously, “your mom­ 
my and daddy are trying 
to 
get you well. You do every­ 
thing they say -eat your meals 
and drink lots of milk so you 
can get big and strong 
and 
grow up to be a cowboy just 
like me. Will you do that for 
Hoppy?" Robby promised. 
A 
few minutes after Hoppy left, 
Robby called me. 
"Mommy,” 
he said. “I want a 
glass 
of 
milk." 
The convalescent period went 
on, and Robby’s low-grade fev­ 
er still continued. He had been 
in bed four months now, and 
be was nothing but skin and 
bones. But still I felt that ev­ 
erything was a little better, 
that we were holding our own. 
Then one 
morning 
Sherry 
said a mosquito had I itten her. 
One look at her "mosquito bite,” 
and I knew we were in for it 
again. Now we had chicken 
pox. Don had had it. fortunate­ 
ly, but the other three children 
staggered their attacks as per- 
fprtly as the incubation period 
would allow 
Two weeks after 
Sherry, the baby broke out, and 
then Robby. But somehow we 
got through it, and the children 
seemed none the worse. 
Then 
Robby’s 
tem perature 
c a m e to normal! 
At 
first 
I 


week, Ted and I felt new hope. 
Summer wras now upon us 
and the days were very warm, 
so we decided it would be 
no 
risk to take Robby out to Rock­ 
ville, Maryland, to have him X- 
rayed. We took the baby 
and 
the two older children with us, 
and it was a joy to go driving 
with our four children again. 
After the children had been 
X-rayed, we were ushered into 
the doctor’s office. The doctor 
was a big man with kind eyes 
and a gentle voice. His face 
and voice 
were 
very 
grave 
when he looked at Robby’s X- 
ray, but he turned to us and 
said, 
“I think 
everything 
is 
going to be all right. Try not 
to worry. These things take a 
long time, and you must not 
be impatient." 
In the weeks that followed, 
I began to take Robby for rides 
in the baby carriage. The first 
day I took him out, the whole 
neighborhood converged on us. 
and Robby I earned as 
if 
he 
were in seventh heaven. 
We 
bought a chaise 
longue 
and 
nut it out in the back yard so 
he could lie there and watch 
the children play. As the doc­ 
tors had said he was no longer 
contagious, the children would 
come up and sit by him and 
play games. It was wonderful 
to hear him laughing again and 
showing interest in everything 
around him. He even started 
to gain back some of the eight 
pounds he’d lost. None of the 
children were allowed to have 
sun on their chests, for the sun 
could make their TB active a- 
gain. The older children wore 
shirts all summer, and the two 
younger ones were kept out of 
the sun entirely. 
Another month went by, and 
it was time for X-rays again. 
This time the doctor smiled. 
“Very good,” he said. "Healing 
is taking place. Barring 
any 
unforseen setbacks, he is going 
to get aion; fine.” This was 
the first 
encouragement 
we 
had had about Ro'~by. We were 
deliriously happy but— barrin 
any unforseen setback? Oh. we 
were careful. A child with 
a 
runny nose wasn’t allowed near 
our house. The neighbors co- 
merated wonderfully. If their 
children had even the slighest 
cold, they would not allow Don 
or Sherry near them. Hardly 
i day went I v during all those 
months that some neighbor did 
not send a pie or cake or a com­ 
plete dinner in to us. They ran 
errands for me, did my shop- 
oing and ironing and 
stood 
guard over us as if we vvere 
their own property. 
On October 15, 1951, the ba- 
v s a year old and running 
I! over the house. The spot on 
her lim ' still had not complete­ 
ly healed, but the doctor ex- 
pda ined that her spot had been 
too large to heal quickly. She 


had been fat as a butterball 
throughout 
her 
convalence, 
and we were delighted with her 
progress. Robby was now’ allow­ 
ed to play quietly outside. All 
the children were firmly on the 
road back to health, and we 
thanked God the most terrible 
year of our lives was over. 
I suppose you are wondering 
what happened to Beulah. Well, 
the Health Department 
sent 
her to a tuberculosis sanator­ 
ium. In July, 1952, she was dis­ 
charged, though she is still un­ 
der health-departm ent 
super­ 
vision and cannot work. I have 
thought about her a lot 
and 
wondered if she realized w hat 
she did to us. Do I feel bitter 
toward her? 
No, nor 
did 
I 
from the beginning. I could 
have felt m urder for her—but 
how could I and still ask God 
to have mercy on my children? 
For I had been as careless as 
Beulah. Had I been more alert 
and 
had 
her 
examined 
be­ 
fore hiring her, this would have 
never happened. 
Our four 
children 
are 
all 
completely cured now. Robby 
was pronounced cured almost 
a year from the day on which 
he was sent home from the hos­ 
pital a dying boy. The bloom of 
health is on his cheeks, 
his 
arms and legs have filled out. 
Don and Sherry' have almost 
forgotten their seige of TB and 
are so full of pep that it is hard 
to get them into the house even 
to eat. Rut I still see that they 
get their proper rest and the 
most nourishing food. This is 
my second chance, and I must 
not fail again. For there is al­ 
ways the danger of a recur­ 
rence. The children all must 
be X-rayed every year. 
So, my story ends. Ted and 
I look to the future with a new 
understanding of 
our 
fellow 
men, a deeper love 
for 
each 
other, and an undying grati­ 
tude to God and to all those 
who helped us in the battle for 
our children’s lives.
